IMPRESSIONS AT CALGARY 


Our executive, believing that you 
would like to publish in your journal, 
which circulates in a farming com¬ 
munity, a first hand report of the 
salient features of the farmers’ par¬ 
liament just held at Calgary, has re¬ 
quested me to furnish you with the 
same as seen by myself. 

The proceedings opened on Tues¬ 
day, January 20th at 9.30 a.m., in the 
presence of about 200 .composed of 
delegates and visitors from the var¬ 
ious JJ-F.A. locals. On this occas¬ 
ion we got to business with less waste 
of time than usual, the embroidery 
having, in the words of the chairmon, 
been cut down to the limit. In turn, 
the convention wos addressed by the 
the Rev. JJames, the Mayor of Cal¬ 
gary. later by the Lieut-Governor 
(who wa s received all standing m 
honor of him whom he represented) 
and by Premier Stewart, who looking 
round at this great gathering of farm¬ 


ers, was unmistakably ill at ease. Was 
this uneasiness due, I asked myself, 
to the Ontario and Cochrane elections? 
No time was given to ponder over this 
problem, for Mr Elmer,, president of 
the farmers’ union in the staJtes of 
Washington and Idado brought greet¬ 
ings from' south of the line. Mr El¬

omic problems. The influence and 
power of each nation outside its own 
frontiers, combined with rising pros¬ 
perity and strength within, constitu¬ 
ted the supreme object of heir solic¬ 
itude. 

In other words extreme individual¬ 
ism developed. The theory of co-op- 
ation among nations as such, no less 
han between individuals. wa s viewed 
merely in the light of the dream of a 
Visionary, or the sentimmenioj aspir¬ 
ation 0 f the Idealist: 

Smith, with courage and conviction, 
attacked these tendencies, and break¬ 
ing new ground, prominently introduc¬ 
ed into th© field of battle, the oppos¬ 
ing forces known as FREE TRADE & 
PROTECTION. 

Out of this situation rapidly evolved 
the question of tarriffs or duties, the 
leading isues in th© general scheme of 
the doctrine of Protection. 

As the situation stands today, one 
nation alone follows Free Trade al- 


>? 


! Commission on exhorbitant profits, 
stated quite simply: “This factory is 
not run in the interest of God Al¬ 
mighty, or anybody else, hut entirely 
for myself and the shareholders.” 

This language and the sentiment ex¬ 
pressed, is an admirable specimen of 
pure downright cynicism and as such, 
was condemned by the, public and the 
press. Thus brutally statfed, the 
opnion may be accepted as the view of 
a powerfully entrenched group, 1 agai¬ 
nst whom that inarticulate mass, the 
majority, may break themselves like 
:h,e waves of the sea on the rocks of 
art ironbound coast. 

Let us, however, descend from the 
discussion of generalities, of thories, 
and the reiteration of the obvious, to 
hard pan, to the bed rock of fact, and 
examine the tarriff more closely.. 
Three important points should be 
borne in mind, always: — 

First:—that, that from the oradle to 
the grave, pan requires the primary 
Essentials of existence, free of encum- 
bznee, and without toil for the bene¬ 
fit of any individual or group:—Shel¬ 
ter—Food;—Clothing. 

Secondly:—that a bounty in favor 
of the manufacturer, or other interest, 
in the form of import dut through the 
tarriff 0 n articles similiar to his own 
production, AFTER he is established, 
and the continuance of which , he 
claims, is necessary to his existence, 
is a fallacy. 

Thirdly:—the wide misunderstand¬ 
ing and confusion of thought prevail¬ 
ing, that, wages range higher in the 
protected .than in othei emploments. 
They d 0 not. They depend on the 
general rate paid throughout the 
country, and if the demand for parti¬ 
cular kinds of labour is artificially in¬ 
creased, the consequence is that labour 
is drawn from other lines, so that em¬ 
ployment is given t 0 protected trades 
to a greater number, but not at a high¬ 
er rate. The gain by Protection, if it 
exists, is for the employers only. In

On this point, annd upon it 
alone, I base my entire opposition to 
Protection, its bounties, its doles its 
subsidies, its tarriffs, its duties and all 
the rest of the achinery that is sup¬ 
posed o work in the interests of a 
countries (erftire population, whereas 
in actual practise, it benefits sections 
only at the expense of, and through 
the sacrifices of the majority—a ma¬ 
jority composed of, where Protection 
prevails, of that vast mass of inarti¬ 
culate humanity that today is at the 
mercy of a perfectly organized and 
whose only thought, whose only care 
is Self and Company. 

If you desire a concrete example of 
the point I am endeavouring to con¬ 
vey. it is only necessary to indicate 
the case of the head of the Eastern 
manufacturing concern, who, in reply 
to a question from th: recent Royal

Group organiz¬ 
ation wa s discussed and olmost unan¬ 
imously approved- Mr. Irvine, Editor 
of the Western Independent was coll¬ 
ed in. He could not. he/ said discuss 
group organization in less than 1% 
hours. He added. I was at one time 
an opponent but having seen the 
group ideo carried out by the U.F-A. 
I have changed my mind, a statement, 
that was feceived with much sotis- 
faction. Mrs. Barrett brought .’in a 
number of resolutions from the U.F.W. 
A. principally in connection with the 
schools, requesting additions to the 
present curriculum. These she asked 
the men to endorse and endorsed they 
iwere—one requesting mensuration to 
be tought in the schools was support¬ 
ed by MdCafferty local on the ground 
of its utility to a farming', community 
in (determining the number of buchels 
in a bin or the size of a bin'required 
to hold a given number of bushels. 

FRIDAY. A motion to repeal the 
Supplementary Revenue Tox was 
warmly supported by the McCafferty 
, which has always been foremost in 
denouncing the unjust manner in 
which- this tax has been levied on the 
former. 

The question of assessing Income 
Taxi was raised on reaching resolution 
86. many farmers complaining' (and 
with good reason too) .tha t after per- 
liaps two disastrous seasons they weiy 
taxed to the full on a bumper crop 
without any allowance'/ for previous 
losses. Here again the local I repre¬ 
sent^ came forward with an amendment 
that anyone making a return of his in¬ 
come could claim to be charged on his 
average income for the past three- 
years. This was embodied in the re¬ 
solution and carried unanimously. 

If incorporated' with the Income Tax 
Acts it should prove a boon to the 
farmers whose incomes are so pre¬ 
carious and fluctuating. 

To conclude, Mr. Editor we must all 
realize that the U.F.A. organization 
is growing into a giant that knows not 
its own strength- It will know and will 
,exert that strength. Then will be the 
time for every one of its members to j 
see that.it is exerted in that spirit of j 
equity which is its motto, its pledge, ' 
and its pride.

Constituency, and Mrs. T- Hothn of 
tho McCafferty U.F.W.A. appointed 
director of the northern half of the 
same Constituency.

2. If the owner shall not within 
three days from the receipt of the no¬ 
tice that a claim for damages has been 
made inform the poundkeeper of his 
desire to have appraisers appointed, 
the claim and the amount thereof 
will be taken to be admitted and there 
fore shall be treated as appraised 
damages. 

3. In case such owner is not known 
and such owner or person notified 
shall not within ten day s after the 
posting or delivery of the notice re¬ 
ferred to in sub-section (1) hereof ap¬ 
pear ot the pound and release the an¬ 
imal so impounded by the payment of 
the appraised claim for damages the 
poundkeepers fees and mileage and 
allowance and the appraiser’s fees 
where the same are due under this 
By-law the poundkeeper shall cause 
to be inserted once each week for two 
consecutive weeks in some newspaper 
circulated in the Village a notice in 
the following form:

10. Nothing contained in this By¬ 
law shall deprive the owner of any 
animal impounded of any action rem¬

11. Any person who leaves open 
any gate or lets down any bars or 
makes a gap in -any fence for purpose 
lOf permitting any animal to trespass 
or who otherwise causes any animal 
to trespass shall be guilty of an in¬ 
fraction of this By-law. 

12. Any person claiming any dam¬ 
age for trespass by any animal im¬ 
pounded. may at the time of the im¬ 
pounding of such animal, de¬ 
liver to the poundkeeper a statement 
in writing, showing the nature and 
amount of his demand, and any person 
failing to deliver such statement at 
such time shall have no resource to 
the provisions of this By-law as to 
the collection of damages- 

13. Upon the receipt of such state¬ 
ment the poundkeepsr shall, if the 
owner of the animal he unknown to 
him, apply to the Reeve or to any one 
of the Councillors of the Village or to 
the nearest Justice of the Peace who 
is hereby authorized and required to 
summon three disinterested inhabit¬ 
ants of the Village as appraisers and 
such three appraisers or -any two of 
them, shall, within twenty-four hours 
afte<r beipg summoned as -aforesaid 
view the ground on which the animal 
or animals wert found doing the dam¬ 
age and -appraise the damage com¬ 
mitted and the determination of a ma¬ 
jority of the said appraisers shall be 
conclusive as to such claim and the 
amount therof, and they shall within

Village of Edgerton 
By-law No. 4 

A By-law of the Village of Edgerton 
to Restrain and Regulate the running 
at large or Trespassing of Animals. 

The Council of the Village of Ed¬ 
gerton enacts as follows: — 

In this By-law unless the context 
otherwise requires. 

(a) “Animal” means any head of 
cattle, horse, sheep, goat, swine, or 
poultry. 

(b) “Cattle” means any bull, cow. 
ox, heifer, steer, or calf- 

(c) “Horse” means any horse, 
mare, gelding, colt, filly, ass or mule. 

(d) “Sheep means any ram, ewe, 
wether or Iamb. 

(e) “At large" means without be¬ 
ing under the control of the owner 
or possessor, eiher by being securely 
tethered or under direct or con¬ 
tinual charge of a herder or by con¬ 
finement within any building, fence or 
other enclosure. 

2. It shall not be lawful to allow 
any animal to run at any time of the 
year, wiiihin the limits of the Village 
of Edgerton.

The 
poundkeeper shall not either in per¬ 
son or by agent purchase any animal 
at such sale or have any interest of 
any kind in any -animal so purchased. 

(2) No poundkeeper making a sale 
unde r the provisions of this By-law 
shall be liable to a. penalty for selling 
without a license as an auctioneer. 

16. If more than one animal is im¬ 
pounded and the owner thereof is 
known the poundkeeper shall sell suf¬ 
ficient of such animals to satisfy the 
claims for damages, expeses and fees 
chargeable against the animals, and 
the owners of the animals shall be en¬ 
titled to those remaining unsold. 

(2) If the owner of the animals is 
unknown the poundkeeper shall sell 
all the animals impounded. 

(3) The poundkeeper shall imme¬ 
diately after such sale sent to th£ 
treasurer a description of the animal 
or animals sold -at such sale, the 
amount realized and the disposition 
thereof. 

17. The proceeds of the sale of any 
impounded animal sold under the pro¬ 
visions of this By-law shall be applic¬ 
able in payment.— 

(a) Of any costs or charges at¬ 
tending such sale. 

(b) Of all sustenance fees. 

(c) To the impounder of such an- 
mol the amount due him for capturing 
and impounding the same, to the 
claimant for damage done, -and of ap¬ 
praisers fees, if same shall be due 
under this by-law and the residue, if 
any, shall be paid to the owner of such 
animal or if not claimed at the time 
of sale by -any person entitled thereto, 
to the treasurer of the Village. 

(2) Any money received by the trea¬ 
surer under the provisions of the next 
preceeding subsection shall be paid to 
the owner of the animal sold on evi¬ 
dence satisfactory to the council be¬ 
ing furnished as to the applicant’s 


title thereto and the application 
therefor being -made to the coun 
cil within twelve months of date of 
sale, otherwise such money sh-all form 
part of the general revenue fund of 
the Village.

The un¬ 
restricted flow of immigration from the 
States to this side would increase. 
Our vast areas of unoccupied arable 
lands would be filled, and both coun¬ 
tries would rapidly realize that the 
failure of the treaty of 1911—for Reci¬ 
procity—had been rectified. 

Viewing the question as I.'do, from 
the point of view of a life-long Im¬ 
perialist. there is nothing in my opin¬ 
ion, i.n the proposition that effects the 
Dominion, as a link of the Empire- 
The maintenance of that Empire in 
its most complete form, constitutes a 
direct asset for the Unied States.' The 
continued progress and prosperity of 
the United States reacts on the Em¬ 
pire, and the wo grouped together on 
a sound and healthy basis of political 
and commercial co-operation, would 
control:—the World!! 

But, possibly may remark the severe 
Protectionist, you overlook the solid 
fact that today the Dominion debt 


Treasury, in a very thin and feeble 
state of health. 

Touching agriculture, what do we 
find? On every implement necessary 
to the business of the Jjirmer, he has 
to pay a contribution to ‘.he manu¬ 
facturer over and above what he 
should pay in order to swell the profits 
and accumulations of the maker- Very 
simple and pleasant for the latter, 
but an injustice to the farmer.

The 
actual circumstances leading to the 
existence of so large a sum are deeply 
to be deplored, but that our courage 
and capacity should quail at the si¬ 
tuation, is to admit cowardice and a 
weakness. The black gloom of war 
has for the moment, passed, but in the 
sorrow its passage has left, the spirit 
and fortitude of the nation remains 
at the’ level, loftily expressed by Ten¬ 
nyson in hi s noble lines: —

to nobler things.” 

To raise the revenue for the busi¬ 
ness of the state, the only equitable 
anner is through direct taxation. A 
heavily graduaed Income Tax, a still 
heavier scale of death duties, a tax 
on luzui;ies, a very low tax on a ex¬ 
tremely limtted number of commodi¬ 
ties, the consumption of which is vast, 
(tobacco for example) and the cost 
ranging so low that the consumer is 
not affected or influenced in any awy 
in the extent of his outlay. These 
are the tariffs and the taxes whose 
proceeds go into the coffers of the 
state intact not those of the tariff 
that travel through dubious paths bor¬ 
dered by groups, interests, syndicates, 
privileged Individuals, and all the rest 
of the predatory hordes that cause the 
Dollar to finally arrive f^t the Federal 


This is the -most equitoble 
form that taxation for revenue con 
take, ond from it an immense return 
can be secured. It has only come 
nto force in the Dominion since 1917 
and is not yet in proper working or¬ 
der. This tax shows on a period of 
four years operation, in conjunction 
with the property tax, a result of on¬ 
ly eighty millions. It has not as 
yet been levied in strictness, when it 
is. it should bring an amount at least 
equal to the amount collected in a 
simillar tax in New Zealand, a do¬ 
minion with a population of one mil¬ 
lion as against our eight million. New

Ruin; with the utmost difficulty they 
keep the wolf from the door. Of all 
the millionaires of the world, they are 
the poorest and most deserving, ond 
nothing but the/existing Tariff keeps 
them alive,” 

The Committee is, of course, -much 
affected and instantly agrees t 0 re¬ 
duce the Tariff elsewhere than on 
Woollens- 

The sanie scene is re-enacted with 
every schedule. New groups of poor 
millionaires convince the Committee 
that if their subsidy is reduced they 
will be ruined—or at least, they will 
have to stop their campaign subscrip¬ 
tions; and in the end we find that the 
tariff has been reduced—that is to say 
acorns and perrywinkle shells have 
been placed on the free list, and the 
duty has been reduced 50 per cent on
